THEIR DIVERSIONS. 

During the day one would find 
few members there one or two in 
the reading room ami probably 
a man playing solitaire at one of 

the card tables. There is nothing 

out of the ordinary in the appear- 
ance of the place at such a time. 
Hut in the evening the lack of 

conversation among so many is 
emphasised by their evident en- 
joyment and the effect is weird. 

Here in one room, several games 
Of cards are going on in an animat- 
ed way. In another a number are 
are gathered around a pool table 
the property of the .club and the 
click of the balls is almosl the only 
sound a continuous game of 
"mum" pool apparently. They 
are al no disadvantage,' however, 
because of their intimity, except 
thai a player cannot deal the cards 
or pocket a pool ball and talk at 
the same I ime. 

Among Hie card players it is 
noticeable that even Those whom 

luck is favoring are free from thai 
disagreeable habit of raising Hie 
card to be played above the head 
and then bringing it down on the 
table with a smash. In the pauses 
of the game the players 1 lingers 
move with the rapidity of a trained 
conjurer's, so swiftly, indeed, that 

the unused eye cannot distinguish 
any sign except where Occasionally 

both hands are used. 

Sometimes a friend not a mute 
drops in. Of course, he uses Hie 
sign language, bul In; can always 
be distinguished by lit* lau^li. 
The temptation to an ordinary man 
in these surroundings is to laugh a 
little oftener than is necessary, ami 
to laugh as loudly as possible. It 
is his only excuse for making a 
noise, and it is a lonely sort of a 
noise of little comfort. That soil 
of a laugh, as Kipling would say, is 
grim and mirthless.

The club's aim, as will be under- 
stood without explanation, is lo 
afford enlertainienl and society for 
the deaf mules of the city. It has 
virtually been in existence since 
1879, although prior to its re- 
organisation, two yean ago, it was 

in Ihc shape of a society, holding 

periodical meetings. Now. how- 

it has three big, well lighted 

rooms facing Wnlnnl Street, which 

are always open in the evenings 

and are (part icnlai ly on Saturdays) 
well tilled. The chief aim seems 

t<. have ben in make them com- 
fortable; there is nothing preten- 
tious in the linings. 

The club owes its existence to 
Mr. Nicholas LongWorth Anderson, 
who beCamS interested in some of 
the mules and showed his interest 
most substantially by donati 
sum of money to enable them to 
form the club. The organization 
is now self-supporting. The dues 
are merely nominal, bul funds are 
raised by picnics or halls from time 
to time. They are planning now 
for a picnic at the Zoo the fore 
pail of August. 

There are at present twenlv live 
members. Nearly all members arc 
graduates of the Deaf and Dumb 
Institute al Columbus, and many 
trades are represented on the club 
roll, especially I hose requiring 
indiv Idual craft. There are

Some of the members of the club 
were in the midst of a game of 
cards the evening of t he explosion 
which destroyed the Drach build- 
ing near by. The Tribune man 
asked one of these what his sensa- 
tion was at Hie time. For reply 
the mute raised both hands anil 
brought them down open forcibly 
of the air in Iron! of him. The 
motion was similar to thai of a 

piano player striking a ^crashing 

chord upon a piano, and was 
graphic enough to make the re- 
porter feel much nearer the man's 
idea lhan t he pencil and -paper con- 
versation which had been carried 
on up to that time. 

The club, odd as the idea may 
seem al first thought, is really ii 
most natural outcome of the educa- 
tion these people have received 
and the exlent lo which it is used. 
They are mil barred from actual 
and useful lives by their inisfor- 
tune. So far as they need or 
desire they can communicate with 
(hose unfamiliar with her Ian 
guaga; but for Interchange of 

ideas and sociability they turn, 
most naturally, to those similarly 
situated. 

All of us seek, as far as possible,

As there are two deaf-mules en 
gaged in I he mines here, some iiems 
may noi be out of place. The 
following are from the local Miner. 

The .losie mine is a humi ■. 

Its prospects have been constantly 
improving of late, and now there 
is no room for doubt that il is one 
of the biggest mines in the camp 
and will eventually be one of Hie 
great gold mines of the world. In 

the main tunnel they now have a 

full face of perfectly clean die 
which will average over S60 in gold 
and ."> per conl in copper. Frank 
C. Loringso informed the Miner 
yesterday and his statement can 
be accepted as a very conservative 
one. Talking of Hie mine he said: 
•• We have had a good deal of 
trouble in our main tunnel owing 
lo the fact that two veins met at a 
fault. We did a good deal of work 
in ore there and followed one of 
the veins about fiO feet. Then we 
concluded that we were not on Ihc 
main vein as it neither dipped nor 
trended in thS righl direction. We 
then came back al out 10 feel from 
the face to a poinl where there was 
some ore in the south wall of the 
drift. We have in a« o lowed this 
vein about -.'."> feel, and it has 



shown a continuous body of high 

grade ore. On the recently dis- 
covered parallel vein 160 feel lo 
Hie north we have made three 
openings 150 feet from each other. 
All three shafts, one of which is 
down HI feel, show live of ore, 
three feet of which is solid copper- 
iron sulphide. The whole live feet 
in Ihc three shafts will aver.-u 
lo >H(i in gold and I lo ."> per cent. 
in copper. There is no doubt now 
thai this even runs right down (he 
hill and is fully as strong as our 
main vein. We have now started 

.1 ciossrul luivnel ftom ouS south. 

This tunnel wilt ojWu , U) n 
Roi vein where it runs through our 
ground, and also the main and 
DOrth veins. If there are any 
more cast and west veins on the 
ground it "ill open them pp. too. 
The machinery which was ordered 
Horn the lngersoll-Sergi ant Drill 
Company last January is nearly all 
ai mine now, through part of il is 
still on the road from Trail. This 
machinery consists of a 7-drill 
compressor, 10 horse povveY hoist, 
sinking punp, etc. The manufac- 
tures are to deliver it to us in run- 
ning order, and Mr. Sword, their 
British Columbia agent, is now on 
the way from Montreal to super- 
intend its erection. Our new office 
is completed and we have movsd» 

into it. and We expect to Imve the 
machinery in running order in 
two weeks' time." 

The final payment on the 
1a, amounting to 110,000, 

was made by Joseph I.. Warner on 
Monday. Under the terms of the 

bond il was not due until Ma 
the previous payments having been 
made as follows: 11,000 on April 
S. and $9,000 April 18. The 
Georgia now belongs wholly to 
lledley Chapman and associates of 
Victoria, and they will proceed to 

Incorporate al once. The mine it- 
self is looking verv well. Since 
work was stalled on the new tun- 
nel they have driven about 25 feet, 
and have a full face of ore. Il is 
mostly silioious bul it assays very 
satisfactorily. The Georgia now 

ranks as one of the best specula- 
tive properties in the camp, and 

its slock will most likely be eager 
ly taken as fast the company offers 
it for sale. 

Joe Tray net. for a long lime 
foreman at the l.c Roi, has been 
engaged as superintendent on the 
Mountain View .

This is Hie mine 
that " Mascot" Ilannon and his 
father bought into about a month 
ago, for $3000, and sold out for 
SSI, 000 within ten days. " Mas- 
col" Harmon is Dr. I.on'is C. Har- 
mon, recently from San Francisco, 
and he has been so named because, 
like the proverbial "tenderfoot" 
in the mines, he is universally 
lucky. Not an investment made 
by him has failed so far to keep 
up his suddenly acquired reputa- 
tion as a "plunger." Miners, as 
a class, arc superstitious, and 
everyone is trying to get the " Mas- 
cot" in with him, even lo a small 
amount. The doctor, and his 
black horse, with the American 
military saddle, are familiar sights 
about every nine in this section. 
It is said thai Dr. Harmon began 
speculating here in March last 
only, with scarcely more than 
$20,000, and has certainly more 
than quadrupled lhal sum.

" During the period now border- 
ing on eighty yean since the no- 
ble work of teaching the deaf in 
this country first began, it has 
been richly bl es s ed of God by the 
judicious and self-sacrificing labors 
great many forceful, earnest, 

ami devoted men and women. 
Among these I to- late William 
Qurney Jenkins held a high and 
worthy place. In his untimely 
death the Hartford School for the 

Deaf has lost an efficient instruc- 
tor, the whole profession an able 
eo- worker, and the deaf every where 

both an earnest eliampion and a 
faithful friend."

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If no serious writer tells of a 
people, actually dumb, plenty even 

•i I this time assert that there are 
races which cannot, converse among 
themselves without the assistance of 
gestures. We hear of them east of 
(ape Piilmas, in Tasmania, Ceylon, 
Brazil, South Africa, North and 
South America, and upou excellent 
authority. Hut confirmation of the 
report does not arrive in such 
volume an \vc sliouhl expect at the 
present day, when thoughtful and 
observant travelers swarm in 
every quarter of the world. The 
most striking case is that of the 
Arapahoes, because it has the 
guarantee of Sir Richard Hurton, 
nol because it is most impressive 
In itself, lie says that these red 
Indians must rise and sit by the 
camp tire when they wish to talk at 
night, or must kindle a lire for 

the purpose. But Burton could 

not possibly have been speaking of 
his own knowledge, for he spent 
a very short time — six weeks, if we 

remember right — in galloping 

through " the plains." His 
account, of all such matters as this 
must have been hearsay. Hut there 
is no doubt that many savages 
would bo embarrassed if they could 
not assist the transmission of their 
ideas by gesture. < »iu' could hardly 
fancy a ISushman talking without 
grimaces and motions at every 
syllable. Hut the serious interest 
Of gesticulation lies ih the identity 
or the difference of its forms in 
various parts of Ihe world. Such 
strange and unaccouutable resem- 
blances have been noted among 
races as far remote from one an- 
other as could be, and so many of 
them appear In deaf-mutes of civi- 
lized Europe that one may almost 
be tempted to think mankind had a 
natural language after all, butone — 
or perhaps two- -of gesture, not 
speech. It, may be confidently 
assumed that some earnest and 
laborious student will go into this 
subjeel thoroughly one day ; perhaps 
he is now at work. It would be his 
task to gather lists of signs used by 
divers people, and compare them. 
Burton collected some; a vast num- 
o f I ra v e I e is reco id a;f e w . 1 >r. Ty h • r 
has noted many which coincide 
with those used by deaf and dumb 
persons — either their own individ- 
ual discovery or adopted into their 
system of education. Thus he 
found thai the signs for hiding, 
ug, mother and sister, yes and 
no, truth and lie, food, think, trade, 
day, etc., record by Hurton among 
Ihe red Indians were quite intelli- 
gible to deaf-mute children in 
Berlin, where bis Studies were made. 
This is most ext inordinary, if oik 
think of it. And he gives some 
practical illustration upon the 
authority of American exports. A 
unlive of Hawaii was taken to an 
asylum, and forth with began to 
" chatter" volubly, telling the In* 
mutes all about his country and his 
voyage. A Chinaman who could 
speak no language but his own had 
fallen lulu a state of melancholy. 
Introduced to an number of deaf 
ami dumb children, he became 
quite vivacious, talking and an- 
swering. And we have a letter 
from a deaf and dumb boy taken to 
see some Laplanders. He spoke 
lo the woman by signs, "and she 
understood me. . . . She did not 
know we were deaf and dumb, but 
afterward she know and then she 
spoken to us about reindeer and 
elk, and smiled at ua much." —

our holy faith, Thej' will continue 

to improve in this new work asthey 
have (he necessary practice. 

Several of the mules come early 
on Sundav afternoon, and also on 
two evenings of the week, and aid 
us very much in acquiring this 

knowledge. After enjoying a 

noiseless rccreal ion from 3.30 to •"• 
an hour and a half assisi ' al 
Benediction of the Mosi Blessed 
Sacaranienl ; then we have a cup of 
tea, anil they depart al six p. \i. 
The mutes seem lo lie very pleased 
at our efforts lo talk to them, and 

we most earnestly beg the prayers 

of our readers lhal God may bless 
our endeavor to keep them in the 
Church. 

We have many pathetic scenes 
in connection with cur hunting them 
Up in. their homes, and no class ol 
persons could appeal to our hearts 

more strongly than these men and 

Women, so shut out from all society. 
We have them young and old, men 
and women and a few children; we 

find them in lusiii.ius. temperate, 
and very united amongst them- 
selves. They are tO be admired 
for their spirit of independence. 
In the forty or nion institutions 
where we visit, we have so far only 

found two deaf-mutes. Several of 

those who v isit us are man and 
Wife, and their children speak. 

We hope. With Cod's help, to 
make our Convent a centre for the 
deaf-mutes of Maryland, where 
thej can come on Sundays for a 
general reunion, and al other times 
asthey wish. We will be grateful 
if our Exchange will give notice of 
this lo their readers soanv 
may share i hissame pri\ ilege.
